of euch a revival, it must be admitted, 

are at present more OT less of a negative 
nature, and depend: more on favours to 
come than actual results, Nevertheless 
they are of sufficient importance to 
warrant consideration. The prospect 
that ‘wnder «the ‘changed conditions in. 
China there will be a great increase in 
China’s foreign trade is one of tho 
‘favours to; come which is animating 
cndistrint-cireles-in—ta pan. As China's 


taxation wider <shich—the—country is 
guffering. There is to doubt that such 
a trenchant step would’ effect to some 
extent the value. of Japan's bonds 
abroad, ‘although, 38 most of these are 
held as investments, the stockholders would 
not suffer. Tt may, of course, also be bad 
finance for a country to depart from the 
policy laid down, since it gives rise to 
some distrust a8 Lo the country’s financial 
utability. ‘The facts of Japan's finance 
are now so weil known, however, and 86 
widely diseussed that a revision of policy 
would merely. mean: an acknowledgment 
that better principles of finance are to be 
followed: | At present 8 Commission is 
sitting to investigate’ the incidence | of 
taxation and to ascertain whether any 
improvements can be made in distributing 
the burden more equally. There is also 
some talk of a reduction of taxes, but in 
the present condition of the State finances, 
such reductiun can only be nominal ; that 
is, 
increases in others. 
Accompanying. this high taxation is 
a considerable increase in the cost of 
living, the prices of necessities even 
reaching an xinprecedented figure. In, the
